This phase 
of tile suffrage amendment is being 
overlooked by many of the

of the state. 
The Indiana State 
Chandler 
of 
Commerce lias sent out a phamplet 
on the subject, calling attention to 
the fact that voters must realize the 
danger of control by foreigners who 
ane not in sympathy with our form 
of government and are nob acquain­ 
ted with our history and ideals. The 
state chamber thinks that it is about 
time that Indiana remove the blot 
from ifs name in view of 
the 
fact 
that it is only one of four states in 
the nation that does not require full 
citizenship for suffrage. 
Another danger of tile 
defeat of 
the first amendment is found in tile 
method which will he used in count­ 
ing the ballots, a s pointed 
out by 
the state Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
phnmplet. 
A recent ruling of 
the 
Attorney 
General of Indiana points out ter­ 
tian conditions which could 
easily 
result in the defeat o f this amend- 
metn. The attorney General states 
that tile 
amendment 
having 
tile 
highest number of votes 
will con­ 
stitute tile basis 
upon 
which 
the 
fate o f the other amendments 
will 
be determined; and that no 
amend­ 
ment will be adopted, even though 
I libre should be not a single vote re­ 
gistered 
against 
it, 
unless

amendment should have a .majority 
of the maximum votes cast. For ex­ 
ample Suppose 
there 
should 
l>e 
390,000 votes east for and 
against 
one o f the tax amendments and that 
150,OOT vote's would be against that 
amendment. The amendment would, 
of course, he lost. The serious part 
of the situation, however, is that the 
other amendments would 
also he 
lost no matter how desirable they 
might he unless 
150,001 
votes 
or 
more were cast in their favor. 
It is well known that thousands 
of voters will not vote either for or 
against all of the proposed amend­ 
ments, because oi the 
tact 
that 
they are not personally interested in 
the fate of som e-of them. 
According to the ruling of the at­ 
torney general, and based upon tat* 
above figures if 149,000 votes should 
he (*ast iii favor 
of 
the 
suffrage 
amendment and not a 
single \o te 
should he cast in 
opposition to it, 
the amendment would 
nevertheless 
he lost. Herein lies the danger. It is 
well known that the “voters of In­ 
diana will lie thoroughly acquainted 
with the arguments for and against 
the tax amendments. It is now evi­ 
dent that more voters will 
express 
themselves 
on 
these 
amendments 
than on any of the others. With the 
present apathy relative to the su f­ 
frage amendment and witli the lack 
of a full understanding as tit 
that 
provision 
regarding 
qualifications 
for suffrage for foreign-born resi­ 
dents it can readily be 
>een 
that 
there is danger of not 
securing 
a 
sufficient number of votes in favor 
of this Amendment to 
represent a 
majority of the maximum votes east 
for the tex amendments or any oth­ 
ers that might command
